10 Ua GERMS 
IN NEXT WAR 


Those who went through the last 
war at close quarters to tthe scene of 
fighting thought the bombing of Lon- 
don by German planes and the shells 
nasty enough. ~ But; ‘Hudsom Maxim, 
the inventor, declares that the dan- 
gers to which the civilized population 
of belligerent countries were exposed 
in the Great \War won't be a circum- 
stance to what will happen in the 
next. He reminds: the reader that 
twenty years before Germany tried 
to master the world he had prophesied 
that poison gas would be used in the 
next war despite any international 
agreement to the contrary. Maxim 
also foretold the marvellous uses to 
which the ainplane would be put when 
it was still.a fair weather toy. 

He predicted the use of torch and 
smoke bombs. And four years before 
Russia and Japan grappled, Maxim 
had written an artidlein an American 
magazine forecasting such a conflict 
and stating that Japan would be vic- 
torlous—an opinion which evoked 
deriston at that time. Mr. Maxim, 
who is, of course, famous as an in- 
ventor of warlike and other devices, 
makes his latest prophecies and 
pleads remedy. In the next war, 
says the inventor, we are going. to 
see germs of the most deadly diseases 
sown broadcast ‘by aeroplanes. We 
are going to see inland — cities 
smothered iin poisonous gas and tens 
of thousands of’ inhabitants, men, 
women and children, killed in a few 
minutes. 

Fleas and cooties and body lice and 
typhus fever and other deadly  ail- 
ments sowed by billions over the in- 
habitants of enemy countries. Rats 
and mice will be infected with bubon- 
ic plague and let down. from airplanes 
to spread contagion. There will be 
no place that one may hide ‘himself 
and be safe from attack. All non- 
combatants will be exposed to des- 
truction, as the sinful, according to 
Revelation of Judgment Day. 

“As chairman of the committee on 
ordinance and explosives of the naval 
consulting board,” says Mr. Maxiin, 
writing. in the New York Tribune, “I 
had an opportunity during the war of 
examining our military and naval in- 
ventions that no one ever before was 
called upon to examine in the same 
time. Among the inventions submit- 
ted was a poisonous gas, which the in- 
ventor claimed would be far more 
deadly than anything yet produced. J] 
have lately seen in the press an- 
nouncements that we have a poison- 
ous gas three drops of which, strik- 
ing the ‘body of 4 man, will result in 
certain death, and the vapor from 
one drop will surely be fatal. Pos- 
sibly this is the same gas that was 
submitted by me. We mean by “gas” 
the vapor of the poisonous substance 
that produces the gas or vapor.’ 

‘Is it possible,” asks Maxiny “that 
we have reached a stage of intellec- 
tual development and merhantcal 
accomplishment that is going to be 
suicidal, Is it possible that the hum- 
an race {s going to turn all its won- 
derful instrumentalities of this great 

mechanical age to the destruction of 
humankind? Are the same instru- 
mentalities which have lifted man- 
kind*out of barbarism to be employed 
to send him ‘back to barbarism? I 
am 68 years ‘old and during my life- 
time have seen wrought three-quar- 
ters of all the accomplishments to 
which man owes today his elevated 
position.

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ISOLATED DISTRICTS 

AND THE RADIO 


2: 

When, a short time ago, broadcast- 
ing by radio or wireless telephony 
was introduced to the public, the in- 
terest, in ‘this new and wonderful in- 
vention was general and intense. 
Familiarity has, we rather think, dim- 
inished the interest of tle average 
person who finds that a _ receiving 
set gives him merely ordinary items 
of news such as he gets in his daily 
‘papers or music of a quality usually 
inferior to what ‘he can hear on his 
gramaphone. 

‘Nevertheless, the radio has come to 
stay.. Its attractions for mere amuse- 
ment punposes may 1M continue 
overwhelming, at least until fresh de- 
velopments have been introduced. It 
may become so generally used as to 
be taken for granted like the  tele- 
phone by most of us. For at least 
one ‘purpose, however, it has an im- 
mediate usefulness, which we think 
has not: received the attention it de- 
serves. (The purpose is the establish- 
ment’.of communication between iso- 
lated, ‘rural communities and the 
nearest town. 

One of the blessings conferred by 
tthe spread of the telephone system is 
that it has brought country dwellers 
into touch with help in case of emer- 
gency, and in panticular with medical 

“help. “There. are still many. outlying 
districts to which the telephone can- 
not be introduced for some time yet 
on account of cost. Would it not be 
a great ‘blessing if at central points 
fin such districts radio stations were 
established capable of getting in 
ttouch with the nearest towm in or- 
der to summon help in case of sudden 
need. -These would have to be des- 
patching stations as well as receiving 
stations, but even so we think that 
the cost would not be heavy, certainly 
nothing’ like as heavy as\the cost of 
the: telephone, and a small _ charge 
made for calls might produce a rev- 
enue sufficient to put them on a paying 
basis. No highly trained staffs are 
necessary for such stations and the 
cost of upkeep is very low. \ 

Surely ‘this is a case where the fe- 
sources of modern science might at, 
once be called into play to remove a 
constant anxiety and danger from the 
Mmére remote settlers of our country. 
Town dwellers may not find it easy to 
realize what sudden sickness or atci- 
dent may mean to an individual or a 
family living twenty miles at least 
from the nearest doctor. Before those 
twenty miles can be covered to report 
the need and again covered to bring 
back help, that help may be too late. 
With the aid of the radio it may be 
brought as a rule in less than half the 
time, since the doctor usually has a 
car in which to answer the call, while 
the messenger sent to summon him 
msually has to employ horses to cover 
the distance. 

The getting of medical help is only 
one of the benefits which would result 
from ‘tthe establishment of such radio 
stations. There are others which 
will occur to anyone who gives thought 
to the matter. 

We very earnestly commend the 
suggestion to the attention of the 
government authorities. If the pro- 
vincial government does not feel able 
to take it up, municipal districts 
might well consider it. 


ROADS AND COMMUNICATIONS 


Tn his “Short History of the World,” 
Mr. H. G. Wells suggests that from 
the earligst existence of man two 
movements ‘have dominated that exis- 
tence—the gradual enfranchisement 
of the human mind and the growth 
of communications, meaning, thereby 
every means by which men communi- 
cate with one another, roads, rail- 
ways, letter posts, telephones, tele- 
graphs and so on. It is an interesting 
suggestion and makes a special ap- 
peal to us in the West inasmuch as 
those of us who have lived here for 
any length of time have seen the 
system of communications grow from 
a state of almost non-existence to its 
present condition of comparative effi- 
ciency. We have seen trails which 
‘were poor at the ‘best of times, and 
often impassable swamps, grow into 
roads over which motor cars can 
travel with something dike regularity 
and at fair speed. We have seen the 
telephone introduced and spread all 
' pver the country Inking up rita}

communities and destroying the early 
settler’s sense of isolation and loneli- 
ness. Railways have spread and the 
services of them have improved. Mot-

When all that is meant by these 
things is considered, the truth of Mr. 
Wells’ idea becomes readily appar- 
ent. Thhese things mean the simpili- 
fication: of the means of ®xchange and 
commerce, of social intercommunica- 
tiom and co-operation; they mean 
added attractiveness to the farm 
‘life, which is our country’s  back- 
bone; they are the essential basis of 
civilization in-the widest sense. 

The improvement in our time has 
been a great one, and it has heen 
achieved under conditions of no little 
difficulty from ‘the rigour of our 
climate, the vastness of our distanc- 
es, the comparative lack of capital 
resources of our settlers and such 
natural difficulties as the absence 
over wide areas of stone and gravel 
suitable for road building. It is an 
achievement to be viewed with a 
measure of modest pride. 

It is’ perhaps a little strange that 
the building’ of roads or similar im- 
provements of communications has 
not more often attracted the atten- 
tion of the public-spirited rich. There 
have been mon who made great do- 
nations to build libraries, repair 
churches, endow universities, estab- 
lish museums, but few who have 
thought of -building a road, a bridge, 
or a telephone line. In one of the 
countries of Europe where roads are 
poor, a wealthy citizen has built and 
donated to the»public a magnificent 
motor road from the capital to its 
seaport a few miles away. The Idea 
is a good one, and some of those who 
have grown or hereafter may grow 
nich among us might -well consider 
following this example and earning 
for themselves a Jasting memorial of 
public gratitude by building -.and 
“endowing” a good road or bridge in 
some district where it is much needed 
but where public funds are - not im- 
mediately available to provide it.

Canadian Situation Fully Outlined by 
Imperial Oil President 


No oil has thus far been struck in 
the Irma-Fabayan-Wainwright field, 
according to a iletter to the Vancouv- 
er Sun, from C. D. Stillman, president 
of.the Imperial Oil, Limited. 

The letter follows: 

Someone has been good enough to 
send me a copy of the Sun of Friday, 
October 20, containing an article by 
one Howard T. Mitchell, on the Im- 
perial Of1 drilling operations at Irma 
dn Alberta, and an editorial based 
upon this article. Since both ediorial 
and article are at variance with the 
ote I am setting down certain infor- 

mation which may ‘be enlightening to 
your readers. 

Canada consumes in six days all of 
the petroleum it produces in a year. 
The discovery of a domestic source 
of supply would mean: 

1. An appreciation in the value of 
Canadian national securities and in 
our credit generally;

5. A considerable augmentation of 
the national revenues through royal- 
ties on petroleum production;

DARING ROBBERY 
OF NOVA SCOTIA 
BANK, MOOSE JAW

Armed Bandits Bind Teller and Then 
Take $5,000 Out of Cage 


Moose Jaw, Sask., Jan. 24—The 
most daring daylight robbery in the 
history of the city took place at ‘the 
lunch hour today, when two men with 
drawn revolvers held up the ‘teller of 
the Bank of Nova Scotja, bound him 
hand and foot and gagged him, after- 
wards locking ‘him in the vault and 
taking approximately $5,000 which 
was in the teller’s cage. The men 


made a clean getaway, but fortunate- |’ 


ly the alarm was raised within ten 
minutes of ‘the robbery. 

It was shortly after twelve o’clock 
that Mr. H. N. Smith, teller of the 
bank, and ‘the ledger keeper and 
messenger, a young lad, saw two men 
enter the bank by the ifront entrance. 
They approached the teller’s cage 
and one of the men asked for the 
manager. The teller stated that the 
manager was not in and inquired if 
he could be of service. One of the 
men drew a revolver and ordered 
Smith tto-hold up his hands. 

The second man then entered be- 
hind the counter, and as the door of 
the teller’s cage was on the latch, he 
opened the door and the two robbers 
then bound and gagged the teller, 
put him in the vault and closed the 
door. Théy did not turn the combin- 
ation aid. 

After taking all the cash which 
was in the teller’s cage, filling every 
available pocket about their clothes 
with money, the men left the bank 
by the front door, which they locked 
after them. 

Apparently there were three 
concerned in the robbery, as 
minutes after train number 65 had 
pulled out for Swift Current, three 
men.raced into the C.P.R. depot and 
tried to get through the gates to the 
train platform.

Should it be necessary to summarize 
the. merits of-the ‘competitors in one 
word, my choice would. be that of 
A Very commendable. feat- 
ure this year took the form of perma- 
fent improvement, the most ‘of which 
was carefully and neatly - executed. 
The beauty ini the majority of gardens 


‘was much enhanced by the improve- 


ment in footpaths, planting of hedges, 
cleaning up of odd corrers and the 
incroducticn of flowers and — viaos. 
Flowers on- verandahs and windows 


made a good showing, and helped to. 


put a ‘finishing touch on the general 
arrangement,’ but will benefit by a 
little more careful study, so as to get 
a better sense of proportion between 
the size of the receptacle and the 
~|volume of flowers and foliage pro- 
duced. 

The edging of lawns was much het- 


ter aJl over than previous years, and |. 


this work when well done fs an asset, 
when. carelessly done an eyesore. On 
entering a garden, points on general 
arrangement will immediately be cur- 
tailed if the digging is not done in a 
workmanlike manner. It 18 such detail 
wonk as this that adds materially to 
the beauty of the lawn, flower bor- 
ders, and footpaths. _ Most of ‘the 
lawns were superior to last year, and 
some of ithose previously presenting 
thin spots, were well thickened wp 
and formed ‘a good. cushion under the 
foot. Occasionally a lawn is some- 
what marred through improper ad- 
justment of the mower. <A rich green 
verdure can be greatly reduced 
.through a faulty machine. For in- 
stance, a machine with dull blades, 
and not set close enough to ‘the steel 
cutting place underneath, could not 
@ive satisfactory results. Instead of 
making a clean cut, the blades of grass 
would be partially cut and bruised, 
instead of ‘being properly severed and 
fall to the ground, would still adhere 
to the stem and take on a withered 
‘appearance, thereby causing the lawn 
to assume a brown tinge, rather than 
@ rich green. 

The foliage on deciduous.trees was 
somewhatimpaired as a result of the 
hail storm on the twelfth of July, 
whilst the evergreens showed little 
signs of injury. Some of the 
. trees would benefit by ‘a little pruning 
'to keep them within bounds. Some- 
times the introduction of a few 
shrubs, instead of too many trees, 
would be more in keeping with the 
surroundings, and add to the wealth 
of beauty. Flowers in a good many 
of the gardens presented -a gorgeous 
appearance, reflecting a great deal of 
credit on those who cared for them. 
Although some good flowers did not 
attain the effect possible, through lack 
of sufficient background. Take the 
picture of a pretty girl standing on 
the bald prairie and compare it with 
‘picture of ,the same _ individual 
photographed in front of a ‘hedge. flow- 
ers, trees, vines, or shrubs, and see 
how striking is the difference. An 
artist always studies to have a good 
background in his landscape paint- 
ings. Cleanliness™was excellent in 
quite a number of gardens, and this 
means enhanced fertility, as weeds 
are gross feeders, and deprive the 
flowers and edible fruits,of the gar- 
den of much necessary nutriment. 
Some good rows of sweet peas were 
exhibited, and the quality and pro- 
fusion of bloom on one row in particu- 
lar is werthy of secial mention. The 
leading vegetable gardens were per- 
haps not quite so good as last yeur, 
although a chigh standard was well 
maintained by the mafority. Con- 
sidering the dry season, with the hail 
storm added on, the results were very 
creditable indeed, and soma of those 
who did not score amongst the awards 
had vegetable gardens of no mean or- 
der. Some very fine crops of green 
peas were witnessed, and ithe judgas 
took great pleasure ‘in sampling them 
quite freely. 

Some good stuff was to ‘be found in 
the gardens without city water, but 
more competitors would be welcome 
in this dlass.’ The vatcant lots were 
very good and uniform throughout. 
The first prize lot did not come up to 
that of last year, but the competition 
was very uniform, each one following 
up pretty close to the other. 

In the children’s gardens an im- 
‘provement ‘was quite noticeable, al- 
though more warfare amongst the 
weeds would help in some cases, More 
competition in this class would liven 
things up a litte among the young: 
sters, and help to promote a good 
start early in life. The necessary 
space for a child's garden is not very 
large, but gaining knowledge thereby 
is taking the ‘Inftial step in the right 
direction. Let us ever remember that 
small beginnings have great endings, 
so, with a kindly word, let us all 
unite and encourage the boys and 
girls to make a start. 

In conclusion, I take this opportun- 
ity of thanking Messrs. Snell, Willson 
and Russell for their kindness in tak- 
ing the judges expeditiously from 
place to place in. thelr cars, affording 
us an opportunity to give more time 
for a thorough inspection in every 
garden.

ULF A, MEETING 


Highly Appreciated Reports 
of Provincial Convention 


The monthly meeting. of the Red 
Deer U.F.A. was held at the City Hall 
on Saturday, Jan. 20, when two valu- 
able and illuminating reports on the 
business, of Provincial U.F.A. conven- 
tion were given by delegates Van Slyke 
and Wallace. Mr. Wallace, president, 
was in the chair with Mr..W. H. Evans 
as secretary; Van Slyke, Richards, D. 
Bower, Woodsworth, McKinnon,Patter- 
son, Heywood, ronquist, J. White, 
Pengelly, Braithwaite, A. McCune, -D. 
Cronquist, Shock, Opie, Eversole, P. 
McKinnon, Jarvis, Silverberg, Silver- 
berg, Grimson, Fitzgerald, Cruickshank 
were present. 

Encouraging Bacon Hog Industry 

President Hogg, of the Board of 
Trade, had brought before the notice 
of,a number of farmers in the district 
the bringing in of ten or twelve. well- 
bred Yorkshire sows and putting. them 
out with responsible farmers on shares 
in.such a way as can be agreed upon, 
with a view of increasing the number 
of bacon hogs raised in: the district. 

The Secretary read Mr. Hoge’s letter 


and.it was discussed at some length. |. 


‘Mr. Patterson spoke of the variations 
in the hog grading at Calgary. Two 
weeks ago, with the ‘best lot of the 
three, he had not got one premium hog 
out of 223; last week he had got 21 out 
of 300, and this week 6 out of 286; 
there did not seem to be any uniform 
policy by the grader. Mr. Richards 
favored bringing in a few boars of the 
right type rather than the sows: Thor- 
lakson at Markerville and Pengelly at 
Springvale had the right type of hog, 
several present believed. Mr. Van Slyke 
thought the Board of Trade were an- 
xious for information; in fact, they 
needed instruction themselves; he had 
been told that more importance was 
attached to feeding than even to type. 
A bacon hog, if properiy:ctfed, might 
come from almost any’ type.’ Mr. Pen- 
gelly believed it was easier, however, 
to get the premium hogs with a bacon 
type and proper feeding; than to at- 
tempt to feed non-bacon types for pre- 
mium hogs. Mr. Van Slyke spoke of a 
visit they had paid to the Burns plant 
in Calgary, when they saw not only 
Wiltshire sidos, but also the slightly 
heavier Cumberland sides, on which 
the packers got a slight premium. It 
might’ be a good idea to hold a joint 
meeting of the U.F.A. and the Board of 
Trade and have it addressed by one of 
the University. Farm professors. 
Messrs. Van Slyke, Woodsworth and 
Patterson were appointed a committee 
to co-operate with the Board of Trade. 
Holiday Arrangements at tho Postoffice 

The committee on the holiday ar- 
rangements for serving office boxhold- 
ers and rural boxholders with mail at 
the general delivery of the Red Deer 
postoffice during the Christmas holi- 
days reported that they had discussed 
the matter with Mr. Edis, and he was 
quite willing to meet their wishes as 
far as lay in\the power of himself and 
staff.. The report was adopted. 


Reports of Convention 


Mr. Van Slyke spoke of the visit of 
Premier Greenfield on Tuesday and his 
statement of the efforts the Govern- 
ment would put forth to establish a 
Wheat Board under government con- 
trol, even if Alberta had to go it alone, 
They rather looked forward, however, 
to this Board being replaced by some 
wide co-operative wheat - marketing 
organization among the farmers them- 
selves. Mr. Van Slyke read from Pre- 
sident Wood's address the remarks 
concerning immigration, in which Mr. 
Wood held that present conditions did 
not warrant any attempt at Govern- 
ment-aided immigration; Mr. Wood's 
views amply sustained the position the 
speaker and Mr. Woodsworth had 
taken at the Board of Trade meeting 
some weeks ago. Mr. Van Slyke crit- 
icized the shape of the financial report 
which, on first reading, indicated a 
surplus, although they were $10,500 in 
the hole. While reductions in expenses 
had been made, he looked forward to 
further economies. Mr. Wood's salary 
was $4,000, with $771 for travelling and 
bther expenses; the office expenses in 
1920 were $12,000; in 1921, the election 
year, $19,500; in 1922, $12,660. The 
U.F.A. paper, taking the advertising 
revenue and the 60¢ allowed in each 
membership for subscription, had more 
than paid its way. Hardly one quarter 
of the constitutional amendments had 
been properly considered, owing to 
lack of time, and they would have to 
work this year with half their con- 
stitution new, and the other half old. 
There had been an undercurrent of 
suspicion and distrust, due to the very 
hard conditioys for farmers, and this 
had resulted in the turning down of the 
move to have tho Executive appointed 
by the directors. As it had been, and 
was now, both direetors and Hxecutive 
were appointed by the convention, and 
the Exccutive was not responsible to 
the directors, but to the convention. 
The logical way was to have the Ex- 
ecutive responsible to the directors, 
and the directors to the convention, 
just as the Govornment was respon- 
sible to the Legislature, and the Legis- 
lature to the people, The chief op- 
ponent of the newer plan was a 1922 
member of Executive, and he had fal- 
len by the way in the vote. Banking 
and credit schemes brought forth their 
old friends from Lake Thelma, Winter- 
burn,. who wanted to have the whole 
present lability of the farmers funded 
over a 32 year period, and. have the 
drought relict act extended over the 
whole arte of the provinces... After Mr, 


Brownlee, had’ ‘explained the prejudicial 
‘effect this would, have on’ the. ‘provin- 
Clal credit,’ the resolutions were voted 
| down.) Mr,)}Van° Slyke’ was. much: in- 
terested in the U,G.G. co-operative live 
stock selling plan outlined by Mr. Rice- 
Jones. The idea was to carry. the sys- 
tem of their own.and’ other” U.F.A. 
‘Co-operative Associations: into’ wider 
markets, the main. idea’ being , to’ sort 
the cattle into carload lots atthe prim- 
ary markets, and sell'them at ‘Winni- 
peg and other points. . The: U.G.G. ' pro- 
posed: to carry forward the co-opera- 
‘tive live stock selling system’ they had 
already, inaugurated another stage, and

Ronald Pye had seen miles and miles 
of solid ice on the Labrador coast. 
Then the Pacific Coast route was ven- 
tilated: Edmonton to Vancouver was 
640 miles at 25¢.per cwt. for grain, Ed- 
monton to Fort William was 1280 miles 
at 26¢.per cwt. The grade from Ed- 
monton to Vancouver was less than 
from Hdmonton to Fort William; the 
rate. from Vancouver te Liverpool was 
22¢, .from Montreal to Liverpool 12¢. 
From Fort William to Montreal the 
lake rates had been so high this year 
as to deprive ; farmer of nearly all 
he had gained in freight reductions un- 
der the Crow's. Nest Pass~ agreement. 
The\Pacific Coast route was not so 
rosy as it looked, however, as_ B.C. 
lumber and fish cargoes ‘paid better 
than grain cargoes, and there was a 
lack of the return freight from the 
Coast which was present in return 
freights from Fort William; 75 to 90 
per cent of the wheat via Fort William, 
however, went through U.S. terminals. 

A good many of the radical resolu- 
tions, however, were due to the tem- 
peramental attitude of large sections 
of drought stricken farmers. His view 
of the convention he read from the Cal- 
gary. Albertan’s summary:— 

The most frequent eomment of the 
U.F.A. convention just concluded was 
that it lacked the interest, the wis- 
dom, the poise, the real importance of 
conventions of years gone by, and 
that is not surprising. What it did 
not-do was much more important 
than what it did do. 

“In previous years the U.F.A. was 
the only expression of the farmer 
movement. Now we have not only 
the U.F.A. but the .farmer govern- 
ment, which can express itself not 
merely in words but in'action as well, 
which of course is much more im- 
* portant. : 

What the U.F.A., through its gov- 
ernment, does or does not, appéals to 
the imagination of the people much 
more quickly than that which the 
U.F.A. in convention says or does not 
“say. 

As long as the U.F.A. government 
retains the confidence of the U.F.A. 
organization, there will be greater in- 
terest in the actions of the govern- 
ment and the sessions of the Legis- 
lature on the one hand and compara- 
tive indifference of the U.F.A. con- 
ventions on the other.

Calgary, January 24.—One of the 
most significant oil strikes im the 
Abberta oil fields, and perhaps in all 
Canada, was announced today when 
the Alberta—Illinofs oil well in the 
Okotoks oil field. was reported yield- 
ing a gigantic flow of wet gas. 

A Dominion government test show- 
ed tthe gas flow ‘to ibe approximately 
foun million cubic feet a day. : 


Much Gasoline 


Am analysis by those in charge: of 
operations at ‘the well revéals that 
the well in its present state is cap- 
able of yielding three thousand gal- 
lons of pure gasoline each day. 

In addition it will produce a fuel 
gas flow more than sufficient to 
augment the Calgary gas supply for 
many years ‘to come. 

A hurried test made by Charles 
Dingman, government petroleum and 
gas inspector, of the wet gas flow. 
and the gauge showed that there is a 
flow of gas nearly 8,312,756 cubic 
feet, a rock pressure of 820 pounds, 
with the quality of the gas fairly 
wet. ‘

This convention showed - plainly |. 


that there is no rift in the U.F.A. or- 
ganization. The decrease in the 
membership and other rumors arous- 
ed some suspicion that the solidity of 
the organization might be disturbed. 
There was nothing at the convention 
to indicate it. Mr. Wood is still the 
‘leader, in whom the delegates had 
cdnfidence. He did not put through 
everything that he undertook. He 
never did. But he still is the certain 
leader. 

It was not a very interesting con- 
vention. It was not sensational or 
spectacular. It was not particularly 
important, but it was a very fair 
convention. 

Mr. Wallace’s Report 

Mr. Wallace, in his report, was dis- 
posed to take a somewhat different 
view of the oonvention; he believed it 
would have most far-reaching results. 
He spoke of the improvement of the 
speaking at the convention; the deole- 
gates were able to debate more readily 
and more clearly. Sir Henry Thorn- 
ton’s idea of Nght railways was very 
strongly commended in the convention; 
Col. Robinson told them of a little 
light war-railway in France that car- 
ried more stuff than 65 motor lorries; 
the cost of the road bed was not s0 
serious. 

The convention was not opposed to 
the cream grading system, but wanted 
more care in grading. 

The Government Wheat Board was 
favored, but it was not looked upon as 
a permanent solution of the wheat 
marketing problem. Sooner or later 
they would have a co-operative pool. 

The proposed sample market for 
Port Arthur most delegates looked up- 
on asan effort to offset the propaganda 
for the Pacific Coast route; millions 
and millions would be required thereby 
for terminal elevators at Port Arthur 
for which the farmers would have to 
pay. 

He had placed before Hon. V. W. 
Smith, Minister of Telephones, a 
scheme for telephone district associa- 
tions of rural telephone users, who 
could handle minor repairs, instead of 
bringing experts at considerable cost 
out from town. 

There were propositions of a pro- 
vincial bank, of extending provincial 
credit, of putting the whole province 
under the Drought Relief Act, but these 
were supported, as a rule, by farmers 
whom drought conditions had made 
desperate and who were ready for any 
scheme. The convention vated them 
@own. 

The Liquor Act resolutien, strongly 
supporting the Act and calling for its 
continued active administration and 
enforcement, was passed by an over~ 
whelming majority. Mr. Wallace es- 
pecially commended the speeches of 
Lt.-Col. Robinson, of Munson, and Mr. 
Connors, of Milnerton. 

Some changgs in the School Ordin- 
ance which their Local favored had 
not been adopted, but he hoped -to see 
them yet incorporated in the School 
Ordinance. 

The “broadening out” idea did not 
meet with much favor at the conven- 
tion: the U.F.A. of Alberta was happily 
married to the “group” idea. 

Some Edmonton district delegates 
were sore at the convention having 
been held in Calgary again this year 
to save expenses, and wanted the U. 
F. A. headoffico removed to Edmonton, 
but it was decided to have the conven- 
tions alternately at Calgary and Ed- 
monton. He had suggegted Red Deer 
as the logical place for headquarters. 

The reports of the two delegates 
wore highly appreciated by the meet-
